£5,249,923 and in 2010/11 
this was £6,607,756, accord¬ 
ing to the NHS Litigation 
Authority for Northampton 
General Hospital. 

In recent months cases have 
been highlighted about chil¬ 
dren who have been awarded 
money from High Court 
Judges after mistakes were 
made during their birth. 

A hospital spokesman said: 
“Figures for clinical negli¬ 
gence payments cannot 
accurately be compared on a 
year-by-year basis. 

“Cases can sometimes 
be settled several years after 
the original claim has been 
submitted, and for this

A HOSPITAL has paid out 
almost £12 million in com¬ 
pensation in the past two 
years for mistakes made 
while patients have been in 
its care. 

And Northampton General 
Hospital NHS Trust last year 
also agreed to £8.9m worth of 
clinical negligence claims, 
according to figures released 
through a Freedom of 
Information request. 

Included in the data is three 
settled claims which total 
more than £7m, one of 
£2,975,271, another of 
£2,662,625 and the last of 
£1,600,000. 


In total, the Trust had to pay 
claims of £8,982,579 in 
compensation. 

This money will include 
some cases where an initial 
Tump sum’ is paid with 


further installments through¬ 
out the claimant’s life.

NHS left to pay price 
of two birth blunders

NORTHAMPTON General Hospital 
agreed to pay two young girls millions 
of pounds after they suffered severe 
injuries during their birth. 

Both were handed an initial lump sum 
by the NHS Trust by London’s High Court 
but will also receive annual payments for 
the rest of their life. 

The Herald & Post revealed today that in 
the last financial year the Trust has 
agreed to pay almost £9 million to former 
patients for blunders made during their 
treatment. 

One girl, Hannah Louise Gudd of 
Dodford, was left with cerebral palsy so 
severe that she is blind and needs to be 
fed through a tube, after being starved of 
oxygen in the womb during her birth at 
the hospital on April 1, 2001. 

Hannah’s life expectancy has been 
reduced by her catastrophic birth 
injuries.

Outside court Hannah’s solicitor, Gary 
Williams, said: “The settlement reached 
will ensure a safe and caring environ¬ 
ment for Hannah. 

“No amount can compensate Hannah 
for the injury she suffered.” 

She was awarded a lump sum of £1.15m 
and will for the next seven years receive 
£135,000-a-year until 2019 and £225,000- 
a-year thereafter for the rest of her life. 

The other, a six-year-old who cannot be 


named, was left severely brain damaged 
following delays in her birth in March 
2006. 

The judge had been told that the girl 
was “stillborn” after delays occurred 
during her birth. 

As a result she now suffers other condi¬ 
tions including kidney problems, autism 
and epilepsy and will need constant care 
for the rest of her life. 

Her counsel, top QC James Badenoch, 
told the court that there had been clear 
signs of oxygen starvation and even in 
the womb those signs were “either 
ignored or not interpreted correctly.” 

He said that the girl should have been 
delivered by Caesarean section four 
hours before she was finally born. 

The girl, from the Northampton area, 
received an initial payment of £lm plus 
£155,000 annually and £282,000 after she 
turns 21. 

The money comes from a national NHS 
fund and doesn’t impact on the hospital’s 
budget.

in each financial year tend to 
vary widely. Some cases are

cops tell ‘Friends’

SOCIAL networkers have been 
urged to stop logging crimes on 
Facebook after a surge of 
people did so over the weekend. 

Northamptonshire Police’s 
Facebook page, which has almost 
19,000 ‘likes’, has even been used 
by one mum to report her son 
missing - before dialling the 
appropriate emergency number 
to inform police. 

She said: ‘My child has run off 
after an argument, he is 13 years 
old... he has no phone or money 
on him . . . Please contact me if 
anyone sees him please, I am just 
about to report him missing.’ 

The site, which is updated by 
the force’s communications team, 
is not monitored 24/7 and they 
say using it in this way is not how 


it is intended. The Force does not 
close the page outside of working 
hours so it can go unmonitored 
over weekends. Northants Police 
wrote on the page on Monday: 
‘Morning all, we’ve had lots of 
people reporting crimes over the 
weekend on Facebook - unfortu¬ 
nately we are unable to monitor 
the page 24/7 so if you have an 
issue please call us on 101 or in an 


emergency (crime in action, fear 
for safety for example) then 
always dial 999.’ 

Earlier in the month the Force 
had to take action against users 
posting ‘inappropriate’ com¬ 
ments on its Facebook page 
which caused a backlash from 
‘friends’ who did not think the 
police ‘had the right’ to remove 
their posts. 


Fire service signs up to revolution 


‘TWEETS’ are to continue flying 
out from Northamptonshire Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

The brigade firmly believes 
social media network Twitter is 
a permanent feature of people’s 
lives and wants to be part of it. 

In October last year, the fire 
service initiated a three month 
trial period which proved so 
successful it agreed to continue 
‘tweeting’. 

Details of all incidents 
responded to by 
Northamptonshire Fire and 


Rescue Service are published on 
Twitter and on its website. 

Area manager, David Harding, 
said: “From our perspective it has 
been successful and one we have 
agreed to continue indefinitely. 

“It has proved very popular with 
the public and staff and we have 
only seen positives. We have not 
had any negative comments. 

“We are a public body and it is 
important people have access to 
us and we can deliver 
information to them in an 
instantaneous way. 


“Twitter is about keeping 
people informed and giving them 
access to information.” 

The number of followers which 
the Fire and Rescue Service had 
in October stood at 200. This 
week it reached 1,400. 

There are four teams of control 
room staff who post the tweets. 

They are told to be consistent, 
use a language people can 
understand and include the 
information about the incident.

A LAST minute U-turn means 
two new supermarkets will be 
coming to Northampton. 

In a surprise decision North¬ 
ampton Borough Councillors 
gave the go-ahead to a Waitrose 
store on Newport Pagnell Road, 
Wootton, after the plan was 
initially put forward for refusal. 

On Tuesday the planning 
committee also gave the thumbs 
up for the disused Royal Mail 
sorting office on Barrack Road to 
become a supermarket - however 
it is unclear which company 
would set up shop after Tesco 


pulled out of the plans last week. 
The Waitrose development was 
backed by the public with more 
than 500 people signing letters of 
support for the store, which 
would see 120 jobs created. 

Councillor Michael Hill said: 
“There has been a certain amount 
of lobbying behind the scenes to 
ask council officers to look at the 
decision again. 

“It is already a retail site with the 
garden centre which sold a limit¬ 
ed amount of luxury goods and 
foodstuffs and of all the 
suburbs this area is the least 
served by big supermarkets.” 

Deputy chairman of the plan¬ 
ning committee, Cllr Matthew 


Golby, said: “I think these deci¬ 
sions were right and I am very 
pleased with the outcome. 

“These are exactly the sort of 
developments Northampton 
needs and they will have positive 
benefits for the whole borough.” 

Nigel Keen, Waitrose’s director of 
development, said: “We’re delight¬ 
ed to be coming to Wootton and 
would like to thank local people 
for their incredible support which 
has been overwhelming. 

“We’re now finalising our plans 
which will see us start on site later 
this year and create up to 120 jobs 
in the local area when we open our 
doors to customers before 
Christmas next year.”

A CONVICTED murderer went 
on the run after his probation 
officer, who he had slept with, 
told him he was going to be 
returned to prison, a court heard.

abused her position of trust with 
killer Jake Logan. 

Judge Richard Foster told Luton 
Crown Court on Friday that cases 
like this were more common 
among police or prison officers 
and to his knowledge no other 
probation officer had been 
charged with this offence. 

On Logan’s release from prison 
in October 2010, Courquin was 
appointed to be his probation 
worker by Thames Valley Police. 
However, the couple soon began a 
‘relationship’, prosecutor Beverley 
Cripps said. 

Courquin, 43, who is married, 
began arranging to meet Logan in 
bars in Milton Keynes, rather than 
in the office, and should have told 
her superiors of her feelings for 
him, the court was told, so she 
could be removed from working 
with him. 



On one occasion they had din¬ 
ner together and stayed the night 
at a hotel where they became 
‘intimate’. Logan, now 33, was 
convicted of murdering his father 
in 1999. At the time he was using 
the name James Hurley. 

The pair’s relationship came to 
light when Logan was arrested for 
drink-driving last August. As a life 
licencee he would immediately 
be sent back to prison. 

Miss Cripps said: “She met him 
and told him he was going to be 
recalled. Logan had been drink¬ 
ing heavily and continued to 
drink heavily and she remained in 
his company. 

“She did, on her account, tell 


him he should go and hand him¬ 
self in and he didn’t.” 

They spent the night sleeping in 
her car and then Logan went on 
the run for two days before hand¬ 
ing himself in Aldershot. 

At the same time Courquin 
resigned from her job and told a 
colleague what had happened. 

David Matthew, defending, said: 
“This has done enormous dam¬ 
age to her own future.” 

Judge Richard Foster said: “That 
was a gross breach of trust. You 
were dealing with some of the 
most vulnerable people in the 
community and had a high duty 
of care.” 

He added: “I have seen in letters 
placed before me from a fellow 
probation officer how easily this 
might happen. It is your duty to 
resist that temptation and to keep 
professional lines uppermost in 
your mind.” 

Courquin pleaded guilty to wil¬ 
ful misconduct in a public office. 
She was given an eight-month 
custodial sentence, suspended 
for 12 months, and ordered to 
carry out 150 hours unpaid work. 

She will also have to abide by a 
curfew, electronically monitored, 
between 8pm-6am, for three 
months, and will have to pay £200 
towards prosecution costs. 


1,015 licence dodgers caught illegally watching TV 


THE number of television 
licence dodgers in Northampton 
this year has topped 1,000. 

TV Licensing inspectors 
caught 1,015 people in the 
borough in the first six months 
of the year. This figure 
compares to 319 in Corby, 270 


in Kettering and 363 in 
Wellingborough for the same 
period. Mark Whitehouse, TV 
iicensing spokesman, said: “The 
figures paint a very positive 
picture as the vast majority of 
people in the UK continue to 
pay their licence fee. 


“Unfortunately, a minority do 
not pay for their licence, which 
is unfair to the law-abiding 
majority who do pay. 

“If people decide to watch TV 
without being properly licensed, 
they risk prosecution and a fine 
of up to £1,000.”

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Staff quit over 
Sunday hours

AT least a dozen library 
staff have resigned over 
new Sunday opening 
hours, it is believed. 

In April, Northampton¬ 
shire County Council 
changed hours so that 34 
could open between 1 lam 
and 4pm on Sundays. 

But it is understood that 
staff at both Towcester 
and Brackley facilities 
have resigned in anger at 
having to work on the 
extra weekend day. 

The council decided to 
implement the changes in 
a bid to increase access for 
people after withdrawing 
a proposal to close eight 
libraries across the county 
in response to public 



backlash. A H&P reader 
contacted us about the 
resignations and said: “I 
went to my local library in 
Towcester and there was a 
lot of new staff. 

“I go quite often so I 
know everyone who works 
there. I asked one of the 
staff members where they 
had all gone and she said 
they were all angry about 
having to work Sundays.” 


A council spokeswoman 
said: “Staff may resign for 
many reasons and are not 
obliged to indicate the 
reasons behind their deci¬ 
sion. 

“We are aware that a few 
staff did not find that 
Sunday opening and 
other hour changes fitted 
in with their personal 
circumstances. 

“All staff who asked for 
meetings about the 
changes were met with on 
a one-to-one basis to dis¬ 
cuss their issues, and we 
have tried to accommo¬ 
date staff needs wherever 
possible. 

“As everyone works on a 
Sunday, staff are only 
required to work 11 
Sundays a year, around 
one a month.” 


Ombudsman threat in library episode 


SUPPORTERS battling to save Wootton 
Library are considering taking their fight to 
the Ombudsman. 

Northamptonshire CC has agreed to 
move the facility from Caroline Chisholm 
School into Wootton Community Centre on 
a temporary basis. It is negotiating to buy 
its way out of a contract as it is currently 


paying £150,000 per year. But Chairman of 
the governors and a member of the 
Friends of Wootton Library, David Atkinson, 
said: “We are looking at possibly making a 
complaint to the council and possibly 
taking it to the Ombudsman.” A council 
spokeswoman said the school has until 
July 31 to put forward an alternative.

I hasten to add I was there to referee a 
rugby match between them and another 
team in about 1970. 

I couldn’t believe all the iron gates that were 


opened and then locked again behind me as I 
was escorted to the changing rooms. 

A unique experience because I usually 
stopped for a pint in the clubhouse with the 
teams afterwards, but I was quickly hustled 
on my way by a jailer with the biggest bunch 
of keys you’ve ever seen. 

The inmates were well looked after, one of 
the staff played for their team to make sure 
that all was in good order on the pitch! 

But I know the powers that be don’t like 
‘borstals’ anymore. They also moan about the 
crime rate. 

I wonder if there is a connection?

PEOPLE are being warned not to give 
aid to beggars - in case they spend the 
cash on drugs or alcohol. 

‘Don’t Kill with Kindness’ campaigners 
will be talking to ‘well-meaning’ shop¬ 
pers in Northampton town centre 
tomorrow to alert them to the dangers of 
giving money to people on the street. 

Instead, they will be asked to give their 
support to charities who provide longer- 
term support and shelter to the home¬ 
less. Campaigners claim money is often 
used to fuel a drink or drug habit that 
exacerbates their problems. 


Councillor David Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, which is 
a member of the Northampton 
Community Safety Partnership, said: 
“People naturally want to help others 
who they think are suffering but giving 
money to beggars is not the answer. 

“Often all you are doing is paying for the 
very thing that has driven them on to the 
streets in the first place. 

“It is far better to give to one of the 
many support organisations in 
Northampton that are set up to help 
them turn their lives around.”

Warning after trio 
caught in underage 
drink sale checks 

POLICE have issued a warning after 
three businesses in Northampton 
were caught selling alcohol to 
underage drinkers. 

The trio were snared during a test 
purchase operation carried out at 
eleven premises in the town last Friday. 

Two teenagers, aged 16, accompanied 
undercover officers on the operation, 
which saw licensed facilities visited in 
Far Cotton, Standens Barn, Bellinge, 
Abington and Abington Vale.

Sergeant Mark Worthington, licensing 
officer, said: “If a license holder is 
found selling alcohol to underage 
people they could face a criminal 
conviction and a fine.”

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New rule could 
cut killer’s term

A CHANGE in American 
law could see the killer of 
a Northampton man 
have his mandatory life 
sentence reduced. 

The US Supreme Court 
ruled the ‘cruel and 
unusual punishment’ of a 
life sentence without 
parole would be resen¬ 
tenced. 

Shawn Tyson, 17, was 
handed the sentence for 
the double murder of 
James Kouzaris, 24, of 
Northampton, and his 
friend James Cooper, 25, 
from Warwickshire. 

The pair were shot dead 
in a rundown area of 
Florida last April when 
they got lost while on 
holiday. Tyson, who was 
16 at the time, was found 
guilty this March after just 
two hours’ deliberation. 

The new ruling requires 



the prisoner to be resen¬ 
tenced, but lower court 
judges can still hold 
hearings, weigh the 
evidence and in the end 
resentence them to life in 
prison without parole. 

The Supreme Court 
judgement only requires 
the judges to consider 
other possible sentences. 

Sarasota attorney Derek 
Byrd told the Sarasota 
Herald Tribune that he 



does not expect a change 
in the sentence of Tyson. 

He said: “They found 
him guilty of a double 
homicide. 

“Chances are pretty 
good that a judge will still 
give him a life sentence." 

A spokesman for the 
Always A Chance charity, 
which was set up in the 
friends’ memory, did not 
wish to comment until 
speaking to lawyers.

A PUB has been put on the 
market with a price tag of almost 
£1 million. 

Wetherspoons is selling off one 
of its many bars in Northampton 
as it ‘did not fit in’ with the others. 

The chain’s Eastgate pub in 
Abington Street, which employs 
about 25 people, is still trading 
but its owners no longer wish for 
it to be part of the popular 
brand. 

The company run a further two 
bars in the town centre, The 
Moon on the Square and The 
Cordwainer.

“We have got a number of pubs in 
Northampton and we just felt that 


we were selling a package of pubs 
and the Eastgate didn’t really fit in 
to the way our pubs are run at the 
moment. 

“There are two or three in the 
town and The Eastgate is being 


put up for sale. No jobs will be 
lost. 

“There will be people disap¬ 
pointed and we appreciate their 
custom. It was a commercial 
decision.”

FILM REVIEW 

THE DARK KNIGHT RISES 

(12A) 

Out now 

CHRISTOPHER Nolan’s epic climax 
to his acclaimed superhero trilogy 
methodically builds into a breath¬ 
taking final third - which has an end 
game extremely befitting of Batman 
lore. 

At fifteen minutes shy of three hours 
this trademark dark-tinted third 
instalment is undoubtedly a slow 
burner - but despite so many interlac¬ 
ing character and mini plot points, 
Nolan pieces everything together into 


a fanboy’s dream jigsaw. Members of 
Nolan’s Inception cast all impress, 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt - sensational as 
do-good cop Blake, Tom Hardy as 
screen-dominating super-human ter¬ 
rorist villain Bane, and Marion 
Cotillard as socialite Miranda Tate, 
along with Anne Hathaway (The Devil 
Wears Prada) surprisingly spot-on as 
Selina Kyle/Catwoman. 

With the returning cast of Christian 
Bale (Bruce Wayne/Batman), Michael 
Caine (Alfred) and Morgan Freeman 
(Lucius Fox) on usual top-form - 
blended with continuity cameos from 
both Scarecrow (Cillian Murphy) and 
Ra’s al Ghul (Liam Neeson) - then 
you’ve a trilogy that satisfyingly turns 


completely full circle by its end 
credits. The Dark Knight hasn’t been 
seen in eight years - leaving Bruce 
Wayne holed up like a hermit in his 
mansion wallowing in self-pity - after 
assuming the blame for the death of 
Harvey Dent. 

But while the ‘lie’ has helped bring 
down crime in Gotham, the 
emergence of masked vigilante Bane 
aims to finally finish the job Ra’s 
League of Shadows started in Batman 
Begins and destroy the city - bringing 
the battered Batman out of exile. 

Rises does threaten to get a little 
incoherent at times, and the sporadi¬ 
cally inaudible synthesised voice of 
Bane - which really doesn’t do Tom 


Hardy any acting favours - is intermit¬ 
tently borderline comedic, but with so 
much going on it is easy to ignore 
minor grievances. 

There may not be a stand-out 
performance quite like Heath Ledger’s 
Joker in the preceding movie, but 
pound-for-pound - particularly 
taking into account Nolan’s ability to 
tie-up the loose ends and avoid 
Spider-Man 3 pitfalls - this is a truly 
engaging and epic finale that must be 
seen. 

Just like Batman’s new Batwing 
vehicle this really soars and has raised 
the bar for a superhero series that 
may never be beaten.

OLYMPICS: HANDBALL 

TEAM GB’s opening game against men’s 
handball gold medal favourites France on 
Sunday evening holds no fear for captain 
Bobby White. 

The Northampton-born goalkeeper will 
become the first man ever to lead the side 
out at the Olympics when they make their 
debut in the tournament. 

Great Britain could not have been handed 
a tougher opening match in Group A, facing 
the winners of the handball competition in 
Beijing four years ago. 

But White, who switched from football to 
the sport in 2007, insists that the team 
should relish the opportunity of competing 
against the world’s top sides in London. 

“I’ve been thinking back to how my 
journey started and to stand here as British 
captain is an incredible honour,” said the 
29-year-old. 

“We’re under no illusions that playing 
France is going to be a really tough test for 
us, but what better way to start the 
tournament than against the favourites. 

“For the last four years we’ve been 
aspiring to play against these teams and 
we’re delighted to be here.” 

This is the first time that Britain have 
participated in the Olympic handball 
tournament, having utilised the host nation 
qualification spot. 

The men’s team were also drawn 
alongside Sweden, Argentina, Tunisia and 
Iceland in Group A. The top four qualify for 
the quarter finals.

ANDREW Baggaley knows that 
he will have to produce the best 
table tennis of his life if Great 
Britain are to secure a shock 
medal in London after they were 
handed a tricky first round draw 
against Portugal. 

The Northampton-born player 
takes his place in a three-strong 
Great Britain side which also fea¬ 
tures Liam Pitchford and Paul 
Drinkhall but with powerhouses of 
the sport standing in their way, 
expectations of success aren’t high. 

Baggaley, however, is refusing to 
give up the ghost and insists that 
success is possible, if the team real¬ 
ly turn on the style. 

“At the end of the day, us three 
guys are a dangerous side,” he said. 

“I know it’s really difficult to win a 
medal, but we have a chance as 
anything can happen. Basically 
every match is going to be a final 
for us.”

three points and comprise both 
singles and doubles games. 

The hosts, who are ranked 13th 
out of the 16 countries competing, 
will face eighth ranked Portugal in 
the first round of the straight 
knock-out event. 

But despite avoiding the all con¬ 
quering Chinese and the other top 
four sides, all of Portugal’s players 
are still ahead of the GB three in 
the rankings, so Baggaley knows it 
will still be tough. 

“We will have to play the best 
table tennis of our lives to win the 
first match. If we do so, if we play 
the best we’ve ever played then we 
can win. I think we would win. 


“Table tennis is one man against 
another man, it’s sport and things 
can happen. Regardless of how 
many matches I play, I’m going to 
play as hard and fight as hard as I 
can for every single point.” 

Twenty-nine-year-old Baggaley 
did want to play in the singles but 
had to settle for just the team event 
after failing to qualify. 

The two-time Commonwealth 
Games gold medallist and three¬ 
time national champion admitted 
this was a disappointment but 
there may be another opportunity 
in four years time. 

He said: “At the end of the day, 
I’m an Olympian. 


“I’m not thinking about it as I’m 
just loving this, but I would like to 
play another one. I’ll only be 33. It’s 
not out of the question.” 

After the Olympics Baggaley will 
play for Bundesliga club SV 
Pluderhausen, who have also 
snapped up his brother and coach 
Stephen, who Andrew describes as 
being a ‘massive’ reason for his 
success. 

He admits that it’s been a ‘dream 
period’ with London 2012 the 
highlight of a career that began to 
blossom at a club in Greenleys. 

“When I was five and playing with 
my mum, I never thought my path 
would go this way,” he said.

Hockenheim. 

That race signalled the midway 
point of the season and the teams 
now head to Budapest for the 
Hungarian Grand Prix this weekend, 
where Hulkenberg is hoping he can 
continue the recent improvements 
in results. 

“To be honest, I would have hoped

for a few more points than I actually 
have,” he said. “There were some 


races where I had some bad luck, 
which cost me points, especially in 
Australia where I had a collision on lap 
one and in Bahrain with a clutch issue 
at the start. But on the other hand, I 
am happy with the improvement in 
performance from both the car and 
myself. We are regular top ten 
runners and I hope that we will move 
a little further up the grid in the 
second half of the season.” 

Hulkenberg and team mate Paul di 
Resta both qualified in the top ten for 
the German round of the World 
Championship, with the former taking 
advantage of the wet conditions to 
start fourth on the grid. 

However, he had dropped back to 


ninth by the end of the Grand Prix 
with di Resta coming home 11th, and 
conceded that the dry conditions on 
race day were always going to make 
things tough for Force India. 

Hulkenberg said: “We always knew it 
was going to be tough to hang on to 
fourth place because we did not look 
especially strong in the dry conditions 
on Saturday morning. 

“But when you’re in that position 
you hope for the best and actually the 
first part of the race was strong for 
me and I had some good battles. 

“So it’s good to come away with 
some points but I was certainly 
hoping for a bit more from my 
home race.” 












Japan trio use town to 
bounce into Games 

OLYMPICS: GYMNASTICS 

THREE of Japan’s Olympic medal hopes 
arrived in Northampton this week to put 
together their final preparations ahead of 
the trampoline gymnastics events. 

Masaki Ito, Yasuhiro Ueyama and Ayano 
Kishi, along with their support staff, are 
based at Northamptonshire Trampoline 
Gymnastics Academy ahead of the 
competition. 

After several previous training camps at 
the centre, the team chose it as their base 
for the London Olympics, much to the 
delight of Tracy Whittaker-Smith, the NTGA 
director. 

“We’ve had six Olympians training at this 
centre over the past four months. You can’t 
really ask for any more than that as a 
performance centre and we’re revelling in 
it,” she said. 

“To have these sort of facilities tucked 
away in Northampton, if we can let 
everyone know that we’re here then it’s all 
the better for the club and any kids that 
want to try trampolining can come to a 
world class facility.” 

Australia’s Blake Gaudry and Portuguese 
gymnast Ana Rente have also utilised the 
facility in recent months, as has Team GB’s 
female representative Kat Driscoll. 

Whittaker-Smith will be supporting 
Driscoll at the Games after being chosen as 
her coach, and has just got back from 
spending 12 days working with her at 
Lilleshall. 

In the case of the Japanese though, this is 
a link that has been built for sometime with 
members from Northampton having 
previously gone out there to train as well. 

“There are mutual benefits,” said 
Whittaker-Smith. “Being in the UK has been 
good for them with getting used to the 
food, getting over jet lag and things like that. 

“They brought scientists with them last 
time to make sure they knew all of the 
effects heading into London. 

“Of course, we tap into them because 
their men are among the best in the world, 
along with China. 

“Our men and women both benefit from 
training with the Asian teams and are really 
respectful of what they bring to us.” 

Kishi is making her debut at the Olympics 
and is Japan’s lone female in the 
trampolining. Meanwhile, Ito is the favourite 
out of him and Ueyama to take a medal. 

Britain has no male representatives in the 
event, and if they had it would have been 
likely that they would have been using 
Northampton as their training base. 

Whittaker-Smith said: “The Japanese might 
not have come back here, so in some ways 
it’s good for them that Great Britain doesn’t 
have any men competing. 

“It’s not for us [GB], but because they have 
been here several times we want to see 
Japan succeed. 

“They’re really strong and challenging the 
Chinese, and I think everyone is waiting for 
the day that someone beats them so we’re 
supporting Team Japan at the moment - 
and Australia with Blake as well.”

IMAGINE for a moment that 
you're Gerrit-Jan van Velze. You've 
been in an unfamiliar country for 
a couple of weeks, you're being put 
through arguably the most rigor¬ 
ous pre-season of your rugby 
career with your new club, and 
then comes what is perhaps the 
most unenviable part of being a 
professional sports person - you 
have to meet the media. 

Never mind that you’re halfway 
through an intensive three-day 
training camp at RAF Honington 
being taken by the air force’s regi¬ 
mental training squadron, you now 
have to go and speak to the three 
journalists who have been huddled 
in the corner of a field watching 
you and your team-mates slog your 
guts out running around in the 
rain. 

As is to be expected for a No.8, 
new Northampton Saints’ South 
African signing van Velze cuts an 
imposing figure, standing at 6ft 4ins 
with a shock of ginger hair. 

“Hi, I’m GJ,” he says, shaking 
hands with us. “You’ll be seeing a 
lot more of these two,” the club’s 
press officer informs him, pointing 
to me and another local media 
colleague. 

The problem with first impres¬ 
sions is that you only get to make 
them once, so we are keen to avoid 
upsetting the new guy - especially 
after he has spent the morning toil¬ 
ing away. 

I tell myself it’s like with bears; 
they’re more scared of you than you 
are of them, although I strongly 
suspect it’s the other way around. 

G.J. stands there for near-on ten 
minutes, patiently and consider¬ 
ately answering questions that vary 
between insightful and inane. 

First up, small talk; how is he set¬ 
tling in? (“It’s been awesome.”) 
What are his new team-mates like? 
(“They’ve been really welcoming to 
me, open to me and they’re very 
friendly.”) How has he found the 
English summer? (“I’m struggling 
to get used to all of the rain, the wet 
weather and wet clothes all of the 
time, but it’s not something that is 


going to stop me from going 
forward.”) Soon we’re onto rugby 
though, and the inevitable ques¬ 
tions of how does European rugby 
stack up against the southern 
hemisphere, where the Super 
Rugby competition sees the top 
regional franchises in South Africa, 
Australia and New Zealand do 
battle. 

“We compare the Heineken Cup 
to Super Rugby and the 
Premiership to the Currie Cup, 
which is our biggest club competi¬ 
tion. 

“We see it in the same light,” van 
Velze says, adding: “I hope that 
answers your question?” 

It does, and considering the place 
the Currie Cup - with a history 
stretching back to 1889 and predat¬ 
ing any national English club com¬ 
petition by some 83 years - holds in 
South Africa’s rich provincial rugby 
history it is high praise indeed. 

“It’s the longest standing compe¬ 
tition back home and there is a lot 


of pride involved,” explains van 
Velze. “The previous top rugby 
players also won the Currie Cup, so 
if you’re part of one of the big five 
unions in South Africa, you want to 
win the Currie Cup. 

“It’s a very special moment, espe¬ 
cially if you can tell your sons or fam¬ 
ily that you’ve been part of a winning 
squad, that makes it quite special.” 

Van Velze is someone who has 
always been immersed in the coun¬ 
try’s rugby culture, from going to 
Pretoria’s Afrikaans Boys High 
School that sits opposite the 
famous Loftus Versfeld Stadium to 
playing for the provincial Blue Bulls 
side at that same venue in both 
domestic and Super Rugby. 

His future is now in 
Northampton, having turned down 
an offer from another unnamed 
English club to join the Saints. 

That meant leaving behind his 
girlfriend, who is in the final year of 
studying medicine, as well as his 
other friends and family. 


He is currently staying with fellow 
Saints South African Brett 
Sharman, while also taking advice 
from former Northampton lock 
and now Springbok international 
Juandre Kruger before joining. 

“I wouldn’t say it was difficult [to 
leave South Africa], it’s just the 
thought of uncertainty comes into 
it,” said van Velze. 

“You say I’m very young and leav¬ 
ing home and leaving your family 
and friends behind, it’s tough to do 
that. 

“But if you’re not going to chal¬ 
lenge yourself in life you’re not 
going to go anywhere and that’s 
how I saw it. 

“I wanted to have a new challenge 
in life and that’s why I came to 
England, and I think there’s no bet¬ 
ter way of testing yourself. 

“It’s a huge challenge and I’ve got 
to prove a point. No-one knows me 
quite as well in European rugby, so 
for me it’s a big challenge going 
forwards.” 


Ripley’s county face crunch time in promotion bid

AUGUST is set to be a crucial month 
for Northamptonshire’s hopes of 
achieving promotion from Division 
Two of the LV= County 
Championship, with next week’s visit 
of Yorkshire being the first of five 
matches that will decide their fate. 

Last week’s three-wicket defeat 
against Glamorgan at the County 
Ground ensured Northants remain 19 
points behind second-placed 
Hampshire, who are currently 
occupying the final promotion spot.

Brooks 
had been off the field on day four of 
last week’s County Championship 
loss due to injury, while it was also 
Hall’s first match back after returning 
from a calf problem that had kept 
him sidelined for a long period. 

With the Steelbacks unable to 
qualify from Group C for the knock¬ 
out stages of the 40 over 
tournament, Ripley has license to 
rest some players and give further 
opportunities to youngsters like Oily 
Stone and Rob Keogh. 

He will also have been heartened 
by Lee Daggett continuing his return 
from injury in the second XI’s fixture 


at home to Yorkshire this week, with 
the seamer taking three wickets in 
the first innings. 

The Unicorns game at the 
picturesque Wormsley ground in 
Buckinghamshire perhaps provides 
Northants with their best 
opportunity to pick up a victory in 
this season’s CB40, with the side 
currently bottom of their group and 
win I ess so far. 

It is a different story in Division 
Two, where they at least still have 
the chance of earning themselves 
promotion. But with five of their six 
remaining four-day fixtures coming 
in the next month, it really is make or 
break for their chances.

AIDY Boothroyd is hoping to secure 
the signature of trialist Michael 
Hoganson, but has warned not to 
expect too much too soon from the 
left winger if he joins Northampton 
Town. 

The former Newcastle United 
youngster produced an impressive 


performance for the Cobblers in last 
night’s friendly at Cogenhoe United, 
scoring twice and setting up another 
in the 4-0 win. 

Hoganson has been offered a one- 
year deal, that he is yet to sign, and 
Boothroyd was quick to temper 
expectations. 

“I don’t think we should pin all of 
our hopes on a young player from 
Newcastle,” said the Town boss. 
“Michael has got an offer and he’ll 
either sign it or he won’t. 

“If he doesn’t then we’ll get some 
footballers who do want to play for 
this squad, and if he does then great 
and, if that’s the case, I think he has 
got a real chance. 


“He’s got a lot of talent and he has 
got a lot of work to do, but he’s the 
sort of character that you want 
around the place.” 

Northampton handed the goal¬ 
keeper shirt to Connor Roberts, who 
is currently on trial with the club. The 
former Wales youth international 
was most recently with Premier 
League side Everton, but was 
released by them in May. 

Boothroyd is keen to bring in 
another goalkeeper and with Neal 
Kitson back home in America it gave 
him the perfect opportunity to run 
the rule over Roberts, who managed 
to get 60 minutes under his belt. 

The Cobblers started brightly and 


Lewis Wilson twice went close early 
on, firstly curling a shot just over 
from 25 yards and then having a 
header saved by Cogenhoe keeper 
Darren Smith. 

But the scoring was opened by 
Adebayo Akinfenwa on 14 minutes 
when Hoganson swung in a deep 
cross from the left and the striker was 
there at the far post to slot home 
from close range.
